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April 17.—James Nasmyth, the inven- 
tor of the steam-hammer, once said: ‘‘ We owe 
the greatest advances in mechanical invention 
to free trade in ability,” and no words ever 
A ‘* millwright” pure and 
simple, and not anxious to call himself a me- 
chanical engineer, has the best chance to rank 
among men of the highest mechanical ability 
of any man engaged in mechanical pursuits. A 
good millwright can turn his hand to about any 
trade that ever existed, and his ‘‘ free trade in 
ability ” is the reason therefor. Nowadays when 
they make machinists they give a boy a job at 
a boit-cutter, and he runs that machine as long 
as he stays in that shop. When this boy de- 
sires to advance himself he must get a job in 
some other shop at some other machine, and 
again leave when he desires to still further ad- 
vance himself ; but all of the changes a boy 
may make can never advance him toward the 
top of the ladder unless he has in him the 
requisite mechanical ability. If this quality is 
lacking, far better will it be for that boy to re- 
main at the bolt-cutter as long as he remains in 
mechanics, and to make a break to some other 
vocation at theearliest possible moment. This 
boy may make a poor millwright and perhaps 
an indifferent machinist, while if he would 
drop mechanics entirely he might give to the 
world a first-class lawyer or farmer, or perhaps 
a physician, 

If a boy is forever hanging around your 
shop and takes possession of unoccupied tools 
wherewith to build unheard-of steam-engines 
and impossible water-wheels, take the first 
chance you can get to set this boy at work in 
your mill or shop. Let him chip castings 
awhile, but just as soon as he can chip cast- 
ings well advance him to a better job. Nothing 
better could happen to a boy of this kind than 
that he should be employed by a good, con- 
scientious millwright. Here that ‘‘ free trade 
in ideas” is possible, and more than possible, 
for in nine jobs out of ten the millwright must 
invent ways and means for doing the unheard- 
of jobs which are all the time turning up for 
instant execution. 

The first thing a millwright needs to learn 
is how to think. It is of no use for a man 
to have to go home and sleep on every new 
job which comes up while he is millwrighting. 
No, he must dohis thinking right or the spot, 
and on his feet, too. The whole essence of 
mechanical engineering, and millwrighting, 
too, depends upon the ability of the man to 
adapt to his needs whatever material comes 
to hand, and to obtain the very best results 
therefrom, and so the most successful man is 
he who can at a glance see his way clear in 
cases of sudden accident or unlooked-for emer- 
gency, 

Let a boy work intelligently at millwright- 
ing for ten years, and if there is mechanical 
ability in him he will be away up toward the 
‘op of the ladder almost before you know it. 

Hundreds of the best engineers the world 
ever knew were once millwrights. Brinley. 
Cubitt, Fairburn and Rennie were simple 
nillwrights, and Watt and Smeaton were ap- 
prentices to mathematical-instrument makers. 
They learned the trade, left it and became 
nillwrights, but ultimately became the in- 
Yentors of, respectively, the condensing steam- 
engine and the modern lighthouse—two monu- 
ments of their ability which will endure as 
long as the world shall retain water upon its 
Surface, There is scarcely a trade or a voca- 
tion in the mechanical line but the millwright 
Must be somewhat acquainted with. True, 
the division of labor necessitated by modern 
Machinery has greatly lessened the mill- 
Wright’s field of actual labor, for while for- 
Merly the millwright received lumber in the 
log and iron in the bar, and was expected to 
‘uild mills and machinery from these crude 
‘imples, now he has the complicated pieces of 
Nechanism placed ready finished in his hand, 
‘Needing only the adjustment of a cool head 
ind steady hand. Still, the skill of a mill- 
"right must be none the less, for the greater 


proved more true. 
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the complicity of the material furnished him 
the greater the skill necessary for its utiliza- 
tion. 

To be a good millwright is to be able to do 
almost anything in mechanics, and it is too 
bad that the good old title is becoming so de- 
based by the wood butchers and carpenters 
who shingle a mill, and then set up for full- 
fledged millwrights. it is all well enough if 
they can do the work. I will recognize any 
man who is competent, and if he be smart 
enough to qualify himself in two, rather than 
in five or seven years, then so much the better 
for him and the work, too. Nasmyth, of whom 
I have an autobiography before me, says: 
‘*Such men were many-handed. They were 
resourceful men. They had many sides to 
their intellect. They afford the best illustra- 
tions of free trade in ability.” And of such 
are the true millwrights to this day. 

April 18.—One of my men took a lot of meas- 
urements for bolts this morning, and he made 
sorry work of it, too. Upon putting the job 
together, some of the bolts were too long, 
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If the hammer handle were very elastic like 
a slender spring, then the blow would be a 
dead one, but while the hammer head is rig- 
idly held by an inelastic helve the blow will 
not be a dead blow. The hammer in question 
will prove a most valuable acquisition, for it 
can be used in nearly every forging job which 
comes to theshop, from drawing down a chisel 
to the welding of a large shaft. 

April 20.—Years ago wooden boxes used to 
be the rule rather than the exception in paper 
mills. This afternoon I had cause to make 
and put in a wooden box, but the method I 
used was much different from the way of mak- 
ing boxes which grandfather used. White 
oak was the material I had to use, but sugar 
maple is much better, if it can be obtained. 
The box was for a bearing on a 4-inch shaft, 
and was to be 14 inches long. Two pieces of 
plank were procured and squared up on a 
Daniels planer. One piece for the box was 
got out 20 inches long, 14 inches wide and 5 
inches thick. The piece for the cap was 12 
inches long, 14 inches wide and 4 inches 





some too short, while others were exactly the 
right length. Upon investigation I found the 
trouble to be in the measuring, both by my 
man and by the bolt-maker. In some cases 
my man had written the order thus: ‘‘ Make 
6 bolts 4 feet 3% inches long between head and 
nut.” Again, another item would read: ‘3 


bolts, %-inch iron, 2 feet 5 inches long.” 
Again it was: ‘'4 bolts, %-inch iron, 74 
inches between two nuts, no head.” It was 


no wonder that somebody got a little mixed 
up. There is only one way by which bolts 
should be measured. If they have a head 
give extreme length under the head, and if a 
nut and thread is to be cut on each end, then 
give extreme length of bolt in ad/ cases. 

Had this been done no mistake could have 


occurred, and the items would have read : 


Make 6 % inch bolts, 4 feet 4% inches long 
* 3 M-ioch bolts, 2 feet ; inches long. 
Ie %-inch bolts, 76 inches long—thread two ends. 


Such an order would have been understood, 
and no matter whether the bolts are common, 
joint or double-enders, there can be no mis- 
take in the measurements by anyone who has 
to do with them. If a certain length of bolt 
is desired to be left beyond the nut for the pur- 
pose of drawing work together, then add the 
requisite amount to the ordinary length, and 
say in the order, ‘‘ cut thread on ten inches,” 
that is, if eight or ten inches of rod is to be left 
projecting after the nut is screwed home. 

April 19.—Have just received a power 
hammer for the blacksmith shop. Have long 
desired a hammer to take the place of the 
awkward “trip” or ‘‘tilt” hammer, which 
has been the only power hammer in use here. 
The advantages of a ‘‘ dead-stroke ” hammer 
over any other kind are well known to all 
users of this class of tools, Perhaps every 
millwright doesn’t know just the difference 
between a ‘‘dead-stroke” hammer and one 
that is not dead. Well, an ordinary trip-ham- 
mer is not a ‘‘ dead-stroke” by any means, 
and an ordinary sledge-hammer does not 
strike a perfectly ‘‘ dead " blow ; still, owing to 
the elasticity of the workman's arm, the blow is 
practically a dead one. 
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thick. Both pieces were planed and squared 
up on the Daniels planer, as before stated, then 
two saw-cuts were made across the 5-inch piece, 
each ¥% inch deep and 6inches from the centre of 
the box. The box was then put on the Dan- 
iels planer again, and that part of the wood 
between the saw-cuts was planed out nalf an 
inch deep, as close as possible to the two saw- 
cuts. Of course, the planer-cutters left a 
curved piece at each saw-cut, but this was 
quickly removed with a chisel and the short 
or ‘‘cap” piece of plank placed in the rebate 
thus cut out 


The cap-bolts were next put in, the nuts be- 
ing cut in flush with the under side of the box, 
and a centre mark was struck all around both 
box and cap. Had this box been 2% inches 
or less in diameter I would have sawed into 
th meeting centres of box and cap to a dis- 
tance of one-sixteenth of an inch, then put 
the box together, and after bolting it firmly, 
have bored through, letting the worm of the 
auger follow the saw mark thus made, which 
would insure a true, straight hole. Not hav- 
ing an auger as huge as 4 inches, or more 
properly 3}§ inches, I marked the desired 
size on the bolted box with a pair of dividers, 
then unbolted them and cut a notch with the 
band-saw in ofé-half of the box. The box 
being bolted together after the saw was 
placed in the notch thus made, I was able to 
saw’ accurately to the circle marked by the 
dividers and to cut out a perfect box in short 
order. A band or a jig saw must be in perfect 
order to enable one to cut out a box in this 
manner, but if a saw is not in good order it is 
of no use to anybody in the shop. 

The old method of getting out a wooden 
box was to let the cap into the box by hand- 
work with saw, chisel and rabbet, then to saw 
down inthe middle of the shaft hole and work 
out with paring chisels, gouge and file—a job 
of hours. 

These wooden boxes may be babbitted by 
cutting back the wood one-quarter or three- 
eights of an inch and leaving a shoulder at 
both sides of the box to fit the shaft and re- 





































tain the babbitt-metal. In this case the box 
must be bored, to retain babbitt, precisely as 
an iron box is drilled for the same purpose. 
Wooden boxes have fallen into disuse, be- 
cause of the improvement of the iron box and 
the supposed fire risk from a wooden box ; but 
wooden boxes are ‘‘ awful good ” things, ‘* allee

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Chemical Fibre Digester. 





The purpose of the form of digester il- 
lustrated in the engravings is to provide 
means for circulating the caustic liquid over 
the material from which the pulp is to be 
made, and also for equalizing the pressure of 
the steam in the digester. 

Figure I represents a vertical sectional 
view of the digester. Fig. 2 is a similar view 
taken on the line x xof Fig. 1. Fig. 3isa 
horizontal section taken on the line y y of 
Fig. 1. 

The digester is a vertical cylinder, A, pro- 





vided at its upper end with an opening, B, 
through which the material is fed, and hav- 
ing on one side a discharge-opening, C. 

A perforated plate, D, is located at a suit- 
able distance from the lower end of the di- 
gester, and supported in an Inclined position, 
as shown in Fig. 1.- Through one side of 
this plate passes a vertical pipe, E, provided 
with a screw-thread at its lower end, the upper 
end being slightly curved to one side, as 
shown. Above the upper end of the pipe, E, 
is supported a concave sprinkling-disk, F, pro- 
vided with a series of radial openings, G, ar- 
ranged horizontally at a slight distance above 
the lower edge of the sprinkling-disk. To the 
lower end of the pipe, E, below the perforated 
plate, D, is screwed a bell-shaped case, H, 
having openings, I, on opposite sides at its 
lower end, At the upper end of the case or 
casting H on one side is an offset or shoulder, 
K, provided with a vertical opening, L, and at 
the lower side of the said opening L, and com- 
municating with the same, is a transverse hori- 
zontal opening, M. In the ends of the open- 
ing, M, are screwed the inner ends of short 
pipes, N. 

O represents vertical rods, which depend 
from the perforated plate and have their lower 
ends ‘secured to the pipes N. The upper 
ends of the rods are screw-threaded and pro- 
vided with nuts, P, which bear upon the per- 
forated plate, and thus support the case H 
and the pipe E. 

R represents a vertical pipe, the lower end 
of which passes through the perforated plate 
D and is screwed into the upper end of the 
vertical opening L. The upper end of the pipe 
R is provided with a hollow spherical cap, S 
having a series of perforations. 


T represents a steam-inlet pipe, which en- 
ters the lower side of the digester, and is pro- 
vided at its inner end with a vertical injecting- 
nozzle, U, which extends up through a circular 


opening made in the bottom of the case or | 
casting H between the openings I, and com- | 


municates with the lower end of the pipe E. 
In the steam-pipe T is located a spring-actu- 


ated check-valve, W, the function of which is 
to prevent the steam from escaping by back- 
pressure from the digester through the boiler. 

The operation of this digester is as follows : 
A suitable quantity of caustic liquid is placed 
in the lower portion of the tank, below the 
perforated plate, and the wooden chips to 
be reduced to fibre are fed into the tank 
through the opening B, and are supported 
by the perforated plate. Steam from the 
boiler is then admitted through the pipe T, 
and it passes upwardly through -the nozzle 
U into the lower end of the pipe E, and 
thus creates a vacuum in the case or casting 
H, and consequently carries the caustic liquid 
upwardly through the pipe with the steam. As 
the liquor escapes from the upper end of the 
pipe it strikes against the under side of the 
disk, and is thereby delivered in the form of 
spray evenly over the chips in the tank, thus 
subjecting all of them to the action of the 
liquid. The steam in the upper portion of the 
tank which is not condensed passes through 
the perforations in the cap S into the pipe R, 
and passes downwardly through that pipe and 
outwardly through the pipes N to the space 
below the perforated plate, and thus a uniform 
steam-pressure is maintained both above and 
below the mass of chips upon the perforated 
plate. The liquid which percolates through 
the chips reaches the inclined plate D, and 
finds its way downwardly through the perfor- 
ations of the plate into the lower portion of 
the tank. After the operation is complete the 
fibre is then taken from the digester through 
the discharge-opening. 
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Process of Making 
Paper. 


Embossed 





This is a process for making embossed 
paper for use in all grades of fancy stationery, 
and in all of the various arts where the em- 
ployment of paper having an ornamental 
finish is customary or desirable. It is in- 
tended to simplify the processes of producing 
such paper as heretofore practised, to lessen 
the cost of such production, to produce a bet- 
ter quality of paper, and to facilitate the re- 
production in the body of the paper of any 
design or pattern the fancy of the user may 
dictate. 

The embossing is effected in the process of 
manufacture, and is applied to the web of 
moist paper at a point between the ‘ couch 
rolls” and the drying rolls. 

A textile material is used as the medium 
through which to impart the design to the pa- 
per, thus dispensing with engraved rolls. The 
textile material is applied to one of the second 
press rolls of the paper-making machine, as a

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Hydro-Cellulose and the Effects of 
Bleaching. 


Inarecent issue of THE JOURNAL, in an 
article on ‘‘Cellulose,” the effects of the ac- 
tion of chlorine were commented upon ; the 
character of hydro-cellulose was also de- 
scribed. 

A paper by Aimé Girard on the same sub- 
ject, and which is included in a new edition of 
‘*Hofmann’s Treatise," gives the results of ex- 
periments, with illustrations, which are here- 
with reproduced. 

It may be stated as a general fact that the 
same change of cellulose into hydro-cellulose 
can be obtained with very dilute acids, or 
liquids, containing ;}, only of acid, as with 
concentrated ones, if a longer time or a 
higher temperature, or both, are employed. 

If cotton or paper, for instance, is immersed 
for a minute in a liquid containing only }, 
part of acid until the cellulose mass is saturated 
with it, and if it be then carefully drained, not 
more than y(55 tO yyy Of real acid will be ab- 
sorbed.

Hotvyoxe, Mass., May 5, 1887. 


This has been an uneventful week as 
far as news goes, nothing having occurred to 
ruffle the steady current of business. The 
phrase that ‘‘ business is good” has become 
so common here that it is almost monotonous. 
[here is a steady movement of all kinds of 
standard goods, in the 
stock-houses is an unusual occurrence nowa- 
days. Prices remain steady and low, and al- 
though there has been some talk of an advance 
in book papers, nothing definite has been done 
in that direction. Writings are moving well, 
ind there is a fair demand for book and news 


and accumulation 


papers. 

The Winona Paper Company has, without 
doubt, the most successtul filtering system of 
any paper mill in this city or vicinity, and it 
is attracting the attention of other local manu- 
facturers who are considering the advisability 
if duplicating it. The plant was put in by the 
Newark Filtering Company, and affords the 
mill 1,000 gallons a minute of the purest 
water. Itis drawn from the canal by means 
of large iron pipes and passes directly to the 
four immense iron tanks in the rear of the 
mill, where it is thoroughly cleansed, and 
when ready for use rivals any brook water in 
purity. The filtering apparatus is located in 
a two-story brick building put up expressly for 
the purpose east of the mill. The tanks con- 
tain roo barrels each of sand of a peculiar 
quality, which comes from Long Island, and a 
small quantity of coke is introduced into each 
tank. Through this the water passes, and 
when thoroughly purified it is conveyed to the 


washing-engines in the mill by means of iron 

pipes. Several large storage cisterns are 

| placed on a high platform near the mill, from 

| which filtered water can be drawn when a 
larger supply is necessary. The company has 
depended heretofore on a large well near the 
river bank for pure water, but this having be- 
come impregnated with iron recently, as all of 
these wells are sure to, sooner or later, the 
company was forced to adopt some other sys- 
tem and the Hyatt was considered the most 
reliable. Quite a number of manufacturers 
have visited the mill lately and inspected the 
working of the new system, and it is likely 
that there will be more Hyatt filters in the city 
before long. This is the largest plant in this 
vicinity, and the result thus far is very satis- 
factory to all concerned. 

About 150 men employed by the Connecti- 
cut River Lumber Company struck Monday 
for ten hours’ work instead of eleven, which 
they have been working. The mill is shut 
down, and anumber of men who were hired to 
take the place of the strikers returned to their 
homes as soon as they understood the situa- 
tion. 

C. A. Knapp and H. W. Albonesi, formerly 
employed by the Holyoke Paper-Box Com- 
pany, have leased rooms and power in Mo- 
sher’s building and have begun to manufac- 
ture paper boxes with ten hands and many 
orders ahead. 

C. W. Gardner, of the Carew Paper Com- 
pany, has gone to Europe on a business trip. 
E. C. Rogers, agent of the Massasoit Pa- 
per Company, will sail for Europe with his 
family on the 28th and will spend the summer 
abroad. 

M. E. Cummings, a local contractor, is to 
make the repairs and improvements on the 
Vernon Paper Company's mill at Salmon 
Falls. 

James Cowan, Congressman Whiting’s con- 
fidential clerk for the past six years, has re-

The mill capacity of all kinds here- 
abouts, as well as the capacity represented by 
agencies, is sold up and stocks are below the 
usual average carried. It would be repeating 
substantially the same thing to write down 
what each house says ; all are doing a good, 
steady business at fair prices, not quite so 
clgse as they have been and not high enough 
to satisfy the trade. On the whole, the paper- 
making interests are better off than for years 
past, ‘‘but the improvement,” remarked one 
dealer, ‘‘is not due to the organization of pa- 
per interests.” 

The Strawboard Association will not meet 
until July, so that until then everything goes 
onas usual. Stock is in fair demand and at 
steady prices. 

Tissue manilla is up slightly in price, espe- 
cially to the hand-to-mouth trade. Business is 
active and the output, which has been increased 
of late, is all sold up. 

Ordinary manilla is higher, but, as butts have 
been sailing along a quarter higher and chemi- 
cals a little stiffer, we are no better off. We 
simply hand the advance over to the raw-ma- 
terial men andtry to imagine we are somehow 
better off. 

M. H. Eaton has removed from 723 Chest- 
nut street to 126 North Fourth street. 
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The early-closing movement was quietly 
inaugurated this week after the formality of 
obtaining signatures was gone through with, 
Employers and salesmen are pleased with the 
5 o'clock daily closing. The actual business 
could be as well done in three or four hours, 
say from To to 2, as from 8 to 6 p. m. 

This long-hour business (I speak the senti- 
ment of tradesmen generally) is a nuisance. 
A reform has set in (I am not writing editori- 
ally) that will not stop where it is.

The receipts of paper-makers’ chemicals for 
the week to date include 247 casks of bleaching 
powders, 25 drums of caustic soda, 299 casks 
of soda ash and 560 barrels of soda crystals.

1,892 bales of rags, 454 bales of manillas, 206 
- bales of paper waste and 339 bales of stock 
unclassed. 

Other imports were 272 bales of wood pulp, 
76 bales, 863 bags of sizing, 25 casks of Vene- 
tian red and 24 casks of Southern clay.

There is no perceptible difference between 
such fibres and those in the first stage of treat- 
ment with acids, and both, moreover, are 
turned blue by iodine. If cotton fibres are 
treated with caustic potash of 40° B., squeezed 
and heated for several hours to 100° (212° 
Fahr.), it would appear as if they had really lost 
all their elasticity and firmness, as they break 
and powder between the fingers. This brittle- 
iess is owing, however, to their being covered 
with a hard coating of dried alkali ; for, when

Even with concentrated 
solutions of bleaching chlorine combinations 
there is no transformation of cellulose into 
hydro-cellulose as long as hypochloric acid 
has not been liberated by the carbonic acid in 
the air and this turned to hydrochloric acid. 
This acid, as it arises in bleaching, adheres 
to fibres and acts most injuriously. 

When paper which has been made from 
good fibre turns out weak and brittle, it may 


be confidently assumed that a portion of the | 


fibres has been changed into hydro-cellulose. 
This may have been caused by the hydro- 
chloric acid formed during bleaching not hav- 
ing been thoroughly washed out or neutralized, 
and thus had time to do its destructive work. 
Ic may thus be concluded that bleaching chemi- 
cals, as soon as they have done their work, 
should be washed out as quickly and as thor- 
oughly as possible. If not, it is likely that

rags should be cleaned the same as other 
merchandise. During the late trial I held in 
my hand a letter from a consular officer in 
Egypt, informing me that rags from that coun- 
try should be sharply watched, as small-pox

and which is largely based upon evidence 
which will be the subject of future legal in- 
vestigation, can satisfy the trade generally of 
its justice. 

The many expressions of confidence which 
have come to me unsolicited from the trade at 
large since the trial closed satisfies me that 
your assumptions contained in the article re- 
ferred to are not well formed. As the matter 
stands now one jury has decided in my favor 
and one against me. The former decision 
was not appealed, the latter will be. 

I wish further to say that until the latter 
part of the month I shall be at my place of 
business ready to receive any process which 
others may desire to serve upon me, but after 
that time will be absent for about seven weeks, 
in accordance with arrangements made before 
the trial occurred.
